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Claims 1-13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

In claims 1, 5, 9, 13 the definition for R 2 is confusing. It appears that the substituents are 
selected from H, phenyl, aromatic heterocyclic group or cycloalkane or cycloalkene. It is not 
clear if only the cycloalkane and cycloalkene are optionally substituted with lower alkyl or if the 
heterocyclic group can also be substituted. Clarification is requested. 

The recitation "and the pharmaceutical^ acceptable salts' appears that all salts are 
^ required. Amending it to recite "or a pharmaceutical^ acceptable salt" would overcome this 



The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless ~ 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or 
on sate in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 5,321,128, 
5,422,368 and 5,462,369. The patents (see '369, column 24, among others) disclose the instant 
composition.

In claim 13 the word "enhance" growth is unclear. Enhance is a relative term 
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Claims 5-13 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) under 35 
U.S.C. 1 12, 2 nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims.
